and should be, a purely domestic 
question for ourselves alone. © * * 

“If there-should ever be a Brft- 
ish statesman who will really destre 
to bring peace to the peoples of théae 
two netghboring islands, he will ap 
proach the task in the following 
manner: First, acknowledge Ireland's 
right aw a free and independent na 
tion as a preliminary. For England's 
sake, as well as Irelands, thie will 
be necessary, for any agreements 
made under the duress of force or a 
supposed existing partnership 
which Jreland denies—would not be 
worth the paper they are written on 
then negotiate with Ireland 
such a partnership or alliance as the 
common interests of both telandsa 
may suggest and on terma the peo 
ples of both countries agreed upon.

What Was Done During War. 
“During the war,” said Hoover. 
“the Food Administration eliminated 
such manipulation in the corn mar- 
ket by securing a voluntary limita- 
tion by the exchanges of the qtan- 
tity of corn that could be bought or 
sold on option. by any one firm or 
individual that was not represented 
by the actual grain or commitment 
for the grain in some stage of mar- 
keting. That limitation was 
carried out, and during that period 


there was no manipulation of the, 


market and no substantial interfer- 
ence with the normal processes of 
the hedging market. I do not  be- 
lieve that determination of the pre- 
cise quantities or method should be 
fixed by law. as all ‘such attempts 
to control] economic forces must be 
tentative and based upon experience 
gained. 

“My own conclusiong are that we 
have a nationa]) marketing 
board of experts, under the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, whose outlook 
is primarily to tmprove marketing 
conditions and that some regulatory 
powers should be given them of this 
nature. They should determine the 
‘precise procedure from time to time 
for administrative action by the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture. They could 
i1lso accomplish a great deal f{n im- 
proving trade processes through 
agreement with the trades; by the 
establishment of standard practices 
in co-operation with them. 

Functions of Such a Board. 

“One function of such a board, for 
instance, would be to provide regu- 
lation which would secure the ex- 
tension of public warehouses in such 
a manner that the farmer can store 
his grain at any country elevator or 
terminal and obtain such a recog- 
nized warehouse receipt that will 
open to him new credit beyond his 
abilities to obtain loans against 
holdings on farms. Such a board 
could give great assistance to the 
development of co-marketing and 
other important improvements in 
our marketing processes. 

‘NVhile I believe some provision 
against manipulation of the market 
is necessary, the inflexible attempt 
to determine the method by more or 
less inflexible regulation in law may 
involve considerable danger. and it 
would better come through some 
moderate regulatory powers in the 
hands of a board. 

“The bills themselves disclose the 
difficulty of meeting all of the tnany 
different contingencies that arise in 
trading. It is very difficult to set 
down with precision, and one can- 
not determine until these things are 
put into operation whether or not 
they may be subject to evasion on 
the one hand or whether they may 
not act as a great detriment to the 
legitimate functions of the exchanges 
on the other hand.

The proceedings of the Senate are mere rehearsals. 


Bills are no longer to be discussed, amended, enact- 
ed or rejected on the floor of the Senate 
to be done behind the closed doors of the caucus, se- 
curely hidden from the pullic gaze. 

The modus operandi of the caucus, as clearly ex- 
plained in the Post-Dispatch yesterday, may again 
be set forth. Of the 324 members of the Senate, 1% 
are Republicans, 15 Democrats. When the 19 Repub- 
licans go into caucus they are all pledged to abide 
by anv decision which a majority of them—1—sup- 
port. Any bill, therefore, which 19 Republican Sen- 
ators approve becomes, there and then, the action of 
the whole Senate. 

In consequence of this compact the Democratic 
Senators have been reduced to mere spectators. But 
that is not all. Suppose nine Republican Senators 
vote against a caucus measure. By their oath ther 
will have to vote for that measure when it comes be- 
the Senate. They therefore, reduced 
the same impotency as the Democrats. The astound- 
ing spectacle, accordingly, is presented of a legisia- 
tive body of 54 members absolutely under the contro! 
of 10 of those members, or less than one-third. In 
other words, the election credentials of 24 Senators— 
15 Democrats and nine Republicans—have been void- 
ed, and the people who elected those 24 Senators are 
disfranchised. 

The incident which brought this scheme of 
lation by caucus into full bloom is of interest. A 
bill introduced by a Democratic Senator to reduce ir?- 
come taxes some 50 per cent was permitted to get 
out of committee on to the floor. The Republican 
‘caucus evidently had not decided as to what reduction 
in income taxes, if any, would be permitted. The 
result was that the bill was fockeyed back to the com- 
mittee. It has no place on the calendar. It may be 
brought up again or it may not, according as 10 Re- 
publican Senators decide. So, the amount of income 
tax each of us pays this vear will be determined, not 
by the Legislature, but br a cabal of 19 Republican 
Senators. 

This scheme of legislating by caucus is said to be 
the work of Lieutenant-Governor Liord. In just ap- 
praisal of this scheme it may be said to make the

She 
has spent many hours in conference 
with the late Elizabeth Cady Stan- 
ton and Susan B. Anthony and mod- 
eled many busts and  bas-reliefs 
of them. In fact, Miss Johnson, who 
has prominently figured in the 


‘}epoch which women have just passed | 


through. was so yell able to portray 


the spirit which has dominated the | 


lives of the three great pioneers in 
the woman's movement that Miss 
Alice Paul and the women of the 
National Woman's Party commis- 
sioned her to go to Carrara, Italy, 
“the marble country." and bring 
he 
an inspiration to the feminine world. 

“For eight months I have lived in 
my studio at Carrara and thought 
of nothing but my work.” Miss John- 


son told mein her room at the Mar-. 


tha Washington Hotel. “Eating and 
sleeping were only a matter of rou- 
tine. My one idea was to create a 


‘cold piece of marble which would be 


so lifelike and so full of woman's 
soul that it would go down through 
ages telling the story of what these 
women did. Individual women we 
have always had through all the cen- 


Viduality to every woman. They 
opened the path to all—the path of 
freedom and equal rights.’ 

Then Miss Johnson told of her 
trials and tribulations in getting the 
large chunk of marble to her studio. 
securing 
help her in carving. and her diffi- 
culties in persuading the workmen 
to help her get the finished marble 
to the liner. 

“The monument fs about 74, feet 
tall and weighs 7% tons,”’ said Miss 


Johnson, ‘“‘so you can see it was not 
_ especially interesting luggage. I had 


to get the Italian liner Dante Alig- 
hieri or else I should not have been 
able to be in Washington Feb. 15, 
the 101lst birthday of Susan B. 
Anthony. And this vear plans 
have been made to celebrate even 
more extensively than last, because 
of the suffrage amendment.

shipping seemed 80 impossible. I 
was told by many friends that I 
could not get the monument started 
because of labor conditions in Italy, 
but I would not take ‘no’ for an 
answer.

“Rut after working eight 
months upon the marble an old- 
fashioned sailing ship seemed rather 
risky,” continued Miss Johnson.

“Then seven and one-half tons 
were crated and tivo big oxen walked 
right into my studio and hauled the 
thing owt to the road. There they 
were re-tinforced by several other 
oxen and my heart felt light as I had 
visions of them going right down to 
the sailing vessel] which was to take 
them to Genoa.
